of ir or no, even for pure Speculation, Curi- 
ofity, or rather Admiration ; as happens, when 


- with ſome Pains we have attained the Knowledge 


of any Art or Skill, tho' leſs complex than this; 
which, thro' the Invention of paſt Ages, univerſal 


Practice, and in Matters of Intereſt, (the fierceſt 


Engagement of Human Wit and Stratagem) is re- 
duced, as this is, to the ſtricteſt Compendium,

and ( reſpefting the Intention and Uſe of it) to a 
conſummate Perfection. I do not know, that any 


Art practiſed among Men, is come up to a poſitive 
ne plus ultra, but that of Accompting. Common 


Tale, or Reckoning either by Memory, or its faith- 


ful Friend the Pen, is no leſs vulgar, than ſpeak- 


ing, or walking | * 
thoſe difffcult Arts of Oratory and Dancing, (cap- 
tivating Arts indeed, one of Men, and the other of 
Women) in which thoſe who practiſe them, out- 

run one another, and no Limit of Invention is 

known, thro' which they may be improved; and 
ſo of other Arts, which I do not ſtay to particu- 


larize. But the Art of Regular Accompting, or 


Book-keeping, altho' Uſeful beyond any, and of 
infinite Variety, and of which not a few, able 
enough in other Things, are utterly incapable; yet 
in Rule and Method is fo contracted and circum- 
tcribed, that without a Fault, nothing can be re- 
ſcinded from, or added to it, | 

I F any one ſhall ſay, That Regular Accompting 
is but a judicions Application of Arithmetick to 


common Buſineſs; I anſwer, That Arithmetick is 


indeed neceſſary, and a Dexterity in the Uſe of it 
15 to be made a Poftulatum here, as being preſuppo- 


ſed: But in practice, Accompting is an Art of it 


1elf diſtinct; and Arithmetick to Book-keeping, is 
as Language to Oratory, or as ſetting one Foot be- 
fore another, to the Skill of a Dancing-Maſter. It 
nath been obſerved, that ſome able Merchants, not 
to ſeek in the common Practice of Arithmetick, 
A 8 have not been able to keep their own Books; 

but have hired ſome profeſſed Accomptants to do 
it for them: And I dare ſay, a good Geometrician, 
who by Profeſſion is moſt capable of knowing the 
Rules, with the Tendency or Reaſon of them; yet 
' being put to keep a Ser of Books of a diffuſed

private Concerns; . and that all thoſe Methods, 
whatſoever they are, were, or can be invented, 
for the Uſe of any Accompts, are Parts of, and, 
as it were, taken out of the Dy. and .; and ſo 
much as they want of that, however in private 
Concerns ſerviceable enough, juſt ſo much want 
they of defirable Perfection: For the Dr. and Cy. 
is pure and perfect right Reaſon, and contains the 
whole Material Truth and Juſtice of all the Deal- 
ing, and nothing elſe; and this not only between 
the Accompter, and his Traffickers, but alſo be- 
tween all the ſeveral Traffickers one with another, 
fo far as they have intermixed in the Subject-Mat- 
ter of the Accompts; and not only ſo, but alſo of 
the Incidents, Circumſtances, and Conſequences of 
the Traffick, ſuch as Eſtimates, Loſſes, or Ad van- 
tages thereby. And all this in a perpetual State; 
ſo as every Queſtion that can be propoſed concern- 
ing any Dealing, is anſwered almoſt as readily as 
demanded ; and no Perſon can be injured, whe 
takes his Accompt upon the ſtaring of the Books, 
ſo far as it runs: And in all Times, even in After- 
Ages, the Tranſactions thus duly accompted, will 
be underſtood as well, as if the fame had been in- 
guiſited at the very Inſtant of the Writing.

r thereby: For the Entries 
being ſtrictly made in Order of Time, as the Buſi- 
neſs is done; Cheaters, who build their Tale upon 
ſome paſt Tranſaction, cannot find Means to inter- 
calate the leaſt Entry to ſquare with it; and then 
the Fact muſt needs be cleared by the Books : For 
this Reaſon, Merchants Books are authentick in 
Mercantile Controverſy ; and for that mere Autho- 

ricy, are kept exquiſitely fair, as any Records ever 
were or can be, without any Blots, Razures, or In- 
zerlineations. If any Error is found in the Wri- 
ting, as ſometimes will happen, it is mended, not 
Ey Razure, gc. but by an expreſs Entry with a 
Declaration. So much was the Lawyer in the 
wrong, that in the Chancery argued a Merchant's 
Books ſuſpicious, from the very fair Writing in 
them; which ſhewed, he knew more of Common- 
place or Shop-Books, than of Merchants Accompts. 
'Laſtly, as to the juſt State of the Accompts, there 
is Demonſtration from this infallible Teſt; Caſt up 
all. the Debitors into one Total, and in like manner 
the Creditors; and if thoſe two Totals are exactly 
equal, the Books are true ſtated ; elſe not. So 
much for the incomparable Uſe and Virtues of Regu- 
lar, or; as commonly termed, Merchants-Accompts.

Pan- 
ſwer, That Gentlemen of Eſtates are not ſtrialy 
accomprable, as Merchants and Factors are, who 


are both inſtructed, and juſtified by their Ac- 


compts; but yet, ſetting aſide common Diſcretion, 


Wich is a fart of Law to every one, and in all 


States of Human Liſe, requires decent Accompts to 


be kept; thoſe Reaſons I hinted at firſt, ſuffice to 
diſpoſe any ingenious Gentlemen, however retired, 


to know this Art, as a ſort of Human Learning. 


But it is downrighe Dulneſs and Stupidity, for 


thoſe who are born to Eſtates and Honour in our 
free Conſtitution, and conſequently may, or rather 
muſt, early or late, be called out to Publick Buſi - 
neſs, to want a Knowledge, ſo univerſally concern- 
ed in all great Affairs, without which they cannoe 
underſtand the Language, much leſs the Subject- 
2mMprcs. It is 
pitiful ro ſee, how ſtrangely ſome Men of Qualiry 
and Fortune are. to ſeek in Accompts; and how 
they are blinded and bambouzled by the Miſts 


that artful Men raiſe up before their Eyes, with 
Eſtimates, as they call em, and Repreſentations of 


Values, drawn out of immenſe Books of Accompts, 


while the proper Judges know the Way neither in- 
to, nor ont of t 


em, and liſten to the Jargon, as 
if it were Coptick or Arabick. But in mere private 
Reſpects, is it not a commendable Exerciſe of 
Time, when a Gentleman entertains himſelf in 
keeping a Regular Accompt of all his Concerns? 


His Buſineſs may be various, and enough diffuſed, 


eſpecially if he be Truſtee, Guardian, or Execu- 
tor, as moſt are at one time or other: It is reaſon-- 
able to affect near and clear Accompts, if it. were 
only for the ſake of conſcious Honour, as alſo of 
Advantage to Poſterity, (for whom Men. of Ho- 
nour will have a Regard ) by leaving an CE 


of Prudence, Oeconomy, and Induſtry for their 


Imitation and Encouragement in effective Value, 
equivalent perhaps to an Eſtate; and it were well, 
if all the Virtues of Anceſtors might be as fairly 


and invitingly made known to Poſterity, as that of 


keeping regular and juſt Accompts.

yet however he proceeds, he will have no Cauſe 
to repent the Time and Application once beſtowed 
upon theſe Advances or Attempts he hath made; 
becauſe he will find himſelf improved by a general 
Knowledge of Accompts thereby gained, and that 
in whatſoever way he reckons, his Performance 
wil: be more reaſonable, conciſe, and to his Satiſ- 
faction. But there is farther Benefit by practiſing 
the Dr. and Cr. which is a Capacity to chufe and 
direct Servants to do what you deſire ſhould be 
done, ſuppoſing you care not to do it your ſelf. I 
have often wondred to fee a Retinue, in which 
tome notable uſeful Perſons have been entertained, 
as .Peruke-makers, Taylors, Muſicians, Uphold- 
ſterers, c. but without any Accomptant amongſt 
them: That Wonder is reſolved, when it is conſi- 
dered, that the Maſter of them knows not what 
an Accompt is, beyond a Page of Receipts, and 
another of Payments. Such à one is not ſenſible 
of the Beauty of a fair and regular Accompt, as 
he may be of a Garniture, or Choice of Liveries ; 
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But certainly the Reaſon is ſtrong, that in a Troop 
of Attendants for mere Parade, ſome might be 
choſen for their Skill in Accompts, and that Pro- 
vince be aſſigned them; and, after due Admonitt- 
on and Directions given, ſuch Performance expett- 
ed, that the Maſter might at any time call for his 
Books, or command a Balance to be made; where- 
by, as in a 18 75 „he might ſee the Increaſe or 


s Eſtate ; and in Caſe of the latter, 


reform his Meaſures of Living; and allo ſee chro- 
all his Dependences at once, and be admoniſned 
thereby of giving Orders for compoſing ſuch as

The beſt general Direction for 
avoiding falſe Charges, is to conſider attentively 


the Conſequence of every Entry, as if each Ac-- 


compr. were to go away with its Portion; and then 
to Write ſo, that each ſhall have no more chan its

Due, and not one what is due to another. For no 
Juſticiary in the World can be more conſiderative 
and careful, jus ſuum cuique tribuendo, than an Ac- 
comptant ought to be, in placing his Parcels to 
their proper Dys. and Crs. And beſides this, there 
is very much Diſcretion and Contrivance in doing 
it; for Accompts may be more or leſs particular, 
or ſub divided, as Buſineſs ſpreads. As ſome that 
Have a ſmall Trade may entitle an Accompt Mer- 
chandiſe, and bring all their little Dealing in under 
that; but commonly they entitle the Accompts 
more particular, as Cloth, Silk, Lead, Cocheneal, 
and the like; whereby the Trade in each Species 
is ranged together: And ſometimes the ſame 
Charge may be put under various Titles; as when 
- Goods are bought and brought in, the Ware-houſe 
may be made the Dr. for them; but that is not 
well, becauſe many other Sorts may be there, and 
the ſame Sort of Goods may be in divers Ware- 
houſes, and fo the Trade of each Species is con- 
founded]; therefore they chuſe to make the Species 
of Goods, as Cloth, Silk, c. Dr. for what is in- 
veſted in them; and then the Conſequences of that 
Trade will in time diſtinctly appear. When 
Goods are bought, they are either paid for, or 
net; if paid for, it is by ready Money, or Aſſign- 
ment of Value. When it is Money, then the 
Goods are Drs. to Caſb; if Value, then to the Ac- 
comet of that Value the Aſſignment is upon; ſo- 
the (r. is made of the ſame Parcel, that was debted 
before; and the like is done of every Entry, de- f 
claring a Dr. and a Cr, of the ſame Thing, what- 1 
Ever it is. There is ſometimes Occaſion to make a 
ſort of Mediate Accompts, which, to prevent 
Wrong, are put between one Intereſt and another; 
as when Goods are ſhipped, and conſigned to a 
Factor, the Goods are gone, but the Factor not

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chargeable till they arrive, and to make him Dr. 


upon the ſhipping is a falſe Charge; therefore 


they put the Voyage between, and ſay the Voyage 
is Dy. to the Goods; and upon Advice of the Ar- 


rival, the Factor is charged Dr. to the Voyage, and 


all ſtands right, Sometimes Accompts may run 


£ odut into ſuch Length, that by mere Multiplicity of 


Items they grow confuſed; then it is convenient to 


ſubdivide them under various Denominations, as 


ſhall be thought fit; and theſe make either Ac- - 
compts Effectual, which may have Increaſe or De- 


creaſe charged to them; or Ineffectual, which are

Fam not here more particular, as to the ſpecifick

particularly that of a Gentleman; becauſe I have a 
Place hereafter expreſs for it; bur conclude with 


one Obſervation, which is of the Caſh; for altho 


that, as I hinted, is but a Cuſtody, and hath di-

wrote on the one Side, and Payments on the other: 
And theſe by periods they collect, or digeſt, under 
as few Denominations, as the Items will bear, for 
reducing their Number; and thoſe they bring into 
the Books under proper Accompts, at fit Periods; 
all which I ſhall explain more expreſly after wards.

(having a Form of Godlineſs ) write firſt, LAus 
Deo, and then, an Inventory of all their wardly E- 
ſtate, under ſuch Heads, as they jndge, will make 
proper Accompts in their Books; and then the 
Accompt of Stock, or Eſtate, as they are pleaſed 
to entitle it, after the foreſaid Conſecration, and a. 
Declaration, that it is their Inventory, begins

ing. Now for repreſenting how an Accompt is 
framed upon the future toſſing and tumbling this. 
Stock about in Trade, and in what manner it is 
carried on, I have thought it may be conciſely, 
and not ill done, under the Image of a. Scritoire, 
with many Cells, and Drawers, named A. B, &c. 
One may ſuppoſe Money, Jewels, Securities, and 
Goods of divers Kinds, — about in theſe Pla- 
es, and then ſhifted to and fro, taken out, and 
put in here and there, with Increaſe and Decreaſe 
in the Tranſition : Here is a Reſemblance of a 
Mercantile Stock in Trade, particularly that in the 
Hands of a Factor, who is the Scritoire, and to 
deal for others; and thro the Means only of his 
Books, is ready at all Times to give an Accompt of 
every Thing, as it is demanded. And upon the 
Conceipt of this Repreſentation, I have drawn up 
2 a folemn Accompt by way of Dy. and Cr. thro all 
the Steps, and in the Form of a Merchant or Fa- 
ctor's Books, as the Thing it ſelf expreſſeth, to 
which I may refer for an Elucidation upon divers 
Occaſions.

And yer, after all 
theſe great Importances, the Waſte- Book is the 
loweſt Degree in the Order of all Artificial and In- 
artificial Accompt-keeping; thoſe that keep any 
Accompt, muſt keep this, which is the Notes of 
his daily Proceeding in his pecuniary Concerns; 
and a School-Boy, bid to Accompt for his petty 
Caſh, will naturally fall in to do it fo; that is, by 
writing his Penny and Half-Penny Expences, one 
after another.
